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ALPKN’S STALLION STAKES. 

Alpen won Ihe Stallion Stakes at Hawthorne 
in the presence of 10,000 persons It was a 
bright, sunshiny day, but the track was heavy 
and dead. The final betting against the win- 
ner— which was ridden by Maher— was 13 to 10 
(Fleischmann s entry), 6 to 5 place, 3 to 5 show. 
Miss Marion was second, Dr. Eichberg, third. 
The race was run in 1 :18L There were ten start- 
ers and the gross value of the Stakes was $21,- 
470. Value to winner, $18,270, second $1,300, 
third $700. Alpen is the property of C. Fleisch- 
mann Sons and is a light chestnut colt by Sir 
Dixon— Alpena. He was bred by Clay & Wood- 
ford and was bought as a yearling, at a sale in 
St. Louis, lumped with Sir Hubert and two 
others, the lot bringing $1,600. W. O. Scully 
was the purchaser but as the man who had 
agreed to furnish the money backed cut, Scully 
turned the horses over to Fleischmann Sons. 
This renders certain another first class hard 
luck story from Scull/. 

As the nominator of the sire of the winner, 
Cla> & W r oodford receive $.700; of the sire of the 
^^-econd horse, B. G. Thomas takes $300, and of 
the sire of the third horse, C. J. Enright gains 
$200. The Stallion Stakes is the most valuable 
two-year-old event of the year bar The Futurity, 
and is richer by far than any stake run in the 
west since 1894. 

Society was not represented and no four-in- 
hands graced the infield. The drives approach- 
ing the H awthorne track are of the best, the 
railroad facilities unequaled, but the race- 
course is on the West Side. Aristocracy may 
make its money on one side of the river and 
spend it on the other. That’s nobody’s busi- 
ness! The West Side, courses having no weighty 
financiers, able lawyers, great newspaper men 
or cunning politicians interested in their wel- 
fare, declare their purpose “cold turkey” and 
acknowledge that without betting racing can- 
not exist. The result is that even such a mighty 
turf event as that of yesterday is a thing of a 
day, and its promoters are considered by alleged 
reformers as bad men in the community. The 
real iovers of racing will flock to any spot where 
is presented the actual article, and Hawthorne’s 
big race drew a large number of citizens from 
racing centers wide'y separated and remote 
from Chicago. It is only the sporting man who 
nowadays braves the perils of the “hold ups” 
and comes to Chicago to spend his time and 
money. Therefore, “conspicuous by his ab- 
sence” was the country merchant, a man that 
in the days when policemen shot at thieves and 
murderers instead of plunking targets for 
medals occasionally dropped into town to at- 
tend the races. But the crowd was a huge one 
and, as on Derby Day, jollity everywhere was 
the prevailing condition. 

Jinks, at the opening of the betting, being 
posted at 4 to 1 caused general surprise to the 
uninformed, and these men putting on their 
money were injured by the reports spread some 
days since to the effect that the Stallion 
Stakes was practically over before the horses 
went to the post. The fact was that the book- 
makers knew that Pat Dunne’s filly had spread 

f i er foot in her work on Friday. The owner was 
undecided all morning as to starting her and 
although cautioned by such a good judge as 
J. H. McCormick as to the liability of luining 
his filly, the plucky Dunne, applying all known 
applications of cocaine, etc., to the injured foot 
finally sent Jinks to the post. The trio of 
Messrs. Fleischmann was opened as an entry at 
4 to 5, but at once advanced to 11 to 10. The 
prices first posted varied but little, Jinks re- 
cec ing slightly. There was a straggling play 
on all the horses, but Miss Marion was neglected 
as Barney Schreiber did not think she fancied 



sticky going and had been on his knees all the 
night previous praying for rain to make the 
going sloppy. Fleischmann’s entry drifted to 
13 to 10 at the post, and a trifle of 7 to 5 might 
be had. 

The horses went to the post in gallant style, 
even Jinks not favoring her injured foot, and 
none could find fault with his champion. The 
size of Jockey Maher was much commented 
upon, it being unusual to see a 92 pound boy 
riding a favorite carrying 118 pounds, for Alpen 
was the well touted animal to do the trick. 
He certainly looked like a good racehorse, as 
nodding his splendid head, and like Yo 
Tambien, turning his blazj face to the grand 
stand, he moved lazily on in the center of the 
parade. Dr. Eichberg was the last horse to 
reach the post. A line up was quickly effected 
by Bruen, and at the first attempt a perfect 
start was made, all the horses nearly aligned 
across the track. The Barrister moved to the 
front in the fiist few strides, but was quickly 
outrun by Miss Marion. The latter could never 
shake off Alpen, the favorite sticking within 
two lengths until the first three-eighths, where 
Miss Marion’s effort to draw away widened a 
gap which in the next eighth was again closed, 
and the pair raced into the homestretch, the 
filly leading by two lengths only. Dr. Eichberg 
had been fourth, Jinks fifth at the half mile 
ground on the backstretch, but The Barrister 
falling away, the crippled filly headad Dr. 
Eichberg and showed third eight lengths be- 
hind Alpen. As the flying leaders gave out no 
signal of distress, the race was now seen to be 
between them solely. Miss Marion kept the 
lead until nearing the last eighth, where Alpen, 
closing with her, Rutter sent the filly to the 
whip. He put it down with excellent judgment 
as Alpen showed ability to go on and looked 
around to see where the others were. Finding 
nothiug near (the others were ten lengths 
away), Rutter reasoned that he could lose 
uothing by driving home and he set to work 
with whip and spur to such effect, that at the 
last sixteenth Miss Marion’s nose was at the 
leader’s flanks. Here Alpen bore in slightly 
and Maher proved himself a cool and capable 
jockey by ttraightening up his horse before a 
foul could occur. From now on to the wire the 
horses ran almost stride for stride and Alpen 
won nose and tail. Both finished closely on the 
inside rail and Rutter claimed foul, which 
Judge Rees did not allow. The presiding judge 
said that the claim was made in a half hearted 
mauner. The boy was most likely taking “a 
dying chance.” Dr. Eichberg, finishing near 
the outside fence got the third money, but was 
beaten off by those ahead of him; in fact he 
had a tight race with Chancery for the position, 
several others being close up, causing a fierce 
drive on the part of “Jockey Bill.” 

Nemo, a horse that opened at 30, was backed 
down to 8 to 1 for the first race, but Marcato 
ruled favorite at 3 to 2. The bookmakers were 
kept busy by a steady play on Sir Hobart, and 
Chauncey Fisher was nibbled at, but all other 
horses advanced in price. The track was heavy 
and holding and in his preliminary Nemo ran 
well, but the best he could do at any stage of 
the race was to show third at the far turn. The 
start was excellent, but Neome fell back in the 
first few strides, the lead being taken first by 
Moch, then by Prestar and the two named were 
first and second to the upper turn, where Marca- 
to joined them, and Chauncey Fisher, fifth, was 
six lengths behind Prestar. The latter led on suf- 
ferance from Marcato to the final sixteenth, the 
favorite then going on and winning handily 
from Mr. Easton, who came from nowhere, and 
beat the tired Prestar for the place. Herman 
Kahn, a long shot, was fairly well up in fifth 
position. 



For the second race Timemaker was opened 
by the new bookmakers at 6 to 5 but very little 
money was taken from the eager crowd of spec- 
ulators even when a big“l” was placed opposite 
the name of Mr. Schorr’s horse, and 4 to 5 was 
the quotation for bets as large as $50. Verify 
and Mary Black were held at 4 to 1 each and in 
the book with the favorite barred, the former 
stood at 6 to 5, Mary Black at 3 to 2. Against 
Nivoce, Sugar Cane and Jim Brown 200 to 1 each 
was laid. Timemaker, refusing to join his field, 
was finally left at the post. Realizing that 
it was a start J. McDonald sent out Timemaker 
after the other horses which were many lengths 
ahead of him. The favorite ran a most ex- 
traordinary race and finally finished third, 
about four lengths behind Verify, the winner. 
Nicholas, a new comer, led away from the post, 
Mary Black second, Verify third. At the far 
turn Nicholas stopped and looked to be willing 
to get out of the track. On the upper turn 
Mary Black was passed by Verify, who led 
easily the balance ot the way. Mary Black was 
lengths ahead of Nivoce at the last three-six- 
teenths, but the long shot of J. Delong’s 
plugged along while Wishard’s filly, driven 
hard, at the last hundred yards stopped to 
nothing, and not only Nivoce beat her handily, 
but Timemaker got up in time to win third 
mouey in the last strides, Nivoce at onetime 
was 60 to 1 place, 10 to 1 show, and went to the 
po8*i at 40 and 10, and the holiday crowd, 
naturally given to long shots, hurt the bookies 
considerably. 

Hosi went out and was not caught until a half 
mile from home, where Winslow’, laid off frc m 
six to ten lengths behind all the other horses, 
was waved on by a rubbing cloth in the hands 
of his trainer, who stood in the infield, and he 
ran from last to first place in a sixteenth of a 
mile. Bethlehem Star had been lying close be- 
hind Hosi, and he now cut out after Winslow, 
the pair leaving all others far behind. A 
short drive at the last eighth, and the old horse 
outlived the youuger one, wianing as he pleased 
by several lengths, while Bethlehem Star fin- 
ished many lengths better than Hosi, third. 
The others were strung out to the eighth post. 
Lucid ran second at the end of the first mile, 
but sulked and pulled up “absolutely.” Paul 
Kauvar looked dangerous at one and one-quar- 
ter miles, but he soon had enough. Valid was 
prominent for three-quarters of a mile. 

Populist, a five-year-old bay gelding by Ber- 
san— Pun, was bought early this season for a $50 
note and taken to Canada. His win yesterday 
of the steeplechase over the full course pro- 
claims him about as handy a jumping horse as 
ha£ been seen in Chicago. It is probable that 
no horse ever covered a like distance here- 
abouts and led from the fourth jump to the 
finish as he did, Mr. Corrigan demurred to the 
remark, “Populist is a great horse,” saying, 
“Now, he may be first class, but to prove it he 
must first carry 170 pounds to victory. ” 
Populist jumped his fences low, much in the 
style Old Guy cleared the hurdles. If those be- 
hind tried to head him there he was in front 
“allee samee” and if they showed a disposition 
to wait, he was willing to wait too. Jezebel 
went over the second and third fences in the 
lead, the favorite having held the post of honor 
over the first obstacle. At the water jump Jeze- 
bel was taken back and Ellison was content to 
race alongside or behind Master Fred nearly 
all the way. Orderly was second over the 
water jump and kept up well until 
a half mile further along when he bolted the 
course. At the eighth fence, Uncle Jim, who 
had been*lying away back, got to within four 
lengths of the leaders, apd his backers thought

they would “cash,” but soon Tom Hums’ horse 
fell back beaten. Crossing the water the last 
time Troil and Proverb were within eight 
lengths of the leader, and it was supposed the 
first named had some chance to win, but al- 
though he won over the same course at his last 
essay he never got any closer and finally was 
pulled up, beaten off, as was Proverb. 
Crossing the back field the last time, and with 
one half mile to cover, Corrigan’s horse made 
play, and having Master Fred— this horse in 
Canada beat Populist at a difference of eigh- 
teen pounds in his favor— beaten over the last 
fence, Jezebel under full sail got near Populist 
at the last eighth. But the favorite, without 
apparent effort, let out a link and won as he 
pleased. Master Fred was a fair third and 
Uncle Jim a bad fourth. 

To a good start, in truth, bar the unfortunate 
matter of Timemaker, and as to this horse 
rumor was current that the jockey had some- 
thing to do with his being left, Mr. Bruen had 
the very best"luck all day. Inuendo led on suf- 
ferance from Hampden up the backstretch. 
Elidad and Her Favor were close up at the far 
turn, but soon after Hampden went out in front 
and won all the way, never extended. Elidad 
was second in a drive from Her Favor behind 
which came Molo, the hot favorite. 

So wound up a great day of racing. If the in-
